THE CROWN PRINCE BETTER. 
We learnt from Paris on Sunday that the Crown 
Princess had telegraphed to the Queen: ‘‘God 
be thanked, there is again room for hope !” La 
Patrie said: “бой grant that the life of the 
Crown Prince, who is good, affable, and pacific, 
may be spared! ”’ 

The Crown Prince on Monday passed an 
excellent night, with much less cough and ex- 
pectoration. His Imperial Highness felt re- 
freshed on Tuesday morning. The Crown Prince 
spent the whole morning in the garden, where he 
also took luncheon. His Imperial Highness 
walked a great deal, and felt much better. 
Prince William of Prussia, relieved at his father's 
hopeful condition, returned to Berlin at the com- 
mencement of the week. 


FIGHTING NEAR SOUAKIM. 


A RATHER sharp engagement is reported from 
Souakim. The rebels commenced firing on the 
town about midnight on Saturday. At daybreak 
they were found to have occupied a position in 
force on the site of Fort Hudson, about 1100 
yards from H redoubt, and bodies of horse and 
foot were seen comingup from Handoub. Owing to 
the continued firing, an attempt was made to 
dislodge the dervishes from their position with the 
mounted corps and two companies of Egyptians 
and one of black troops, with about two hundred 
** friendlies,” assisted by the fire from the forts 
and her Majesty’s ships Dolphin and Albacore. 
Rebel reinforcements, however, kept on arriving 
at intervals, and, their position being considered 
too strong, our troops retired. During this 
retirement the enemy, led by their mounted 
sheikhs, charged  furiously, killing Colonel 
Tapp, commanding the 3rd Battalion, and 
five men. The remains of Colonel Tapp, 
late commanding officer of the 3rd Battalion 
of the Egyptian army, and late Captain of the 
Welsh Regiment, were interred on Monday 
morning, with befitting honours. His loss is 
greatly deplored. He was only thirty-two years 
old, but he had seen considerable service in the 
Soudan and Nile campaigns, and was in all 
respects a most promising officer. 

Colonel Kitchener is now recovering from the 
severe wound which he received in a recent fight 
near Souakim. ‘The ball has been discovered and 
removed. 

SAD ICE ACCIDENTS. 
Miss Wricut, daughter of the postmaster at 
Tittensor, and a nursemaid, were drowned on 
Sunday while skating on a lake at Trentham 
Park, Staffordshire, the seat of the Duke of 
Sutherland. 

Four sons of a gamekeeper named Day were 
drowned on Sunday near Chester. Two were 
skating on a pond, when they fell in, and the 
other two came to their rescue. Their ages 
ranged from seven to seventeen. 

A sad ice accident occurred at Abernant, near 
Aberdare, on Sunday. A number of boys were 
sliding on the forge pond, when a lad named 
Moore suddenly fell through the ice. Another 
boy named Andrew, ten years old, bravely went 
to his aid, and he also disappeared beneath the 
ice. After desperate efforts the boy Moore was 
saved, but the gallant little fellow who went to 
his rescue was drowned. 


AVALANCHES. 


Tur Rome correspondent of the Morning Post 
says :—‘‘ Heartrending accounts have been re- 
ceived of fearful disasters on the Alps from the 
fall of great avalanches. ‘The Alpine troops, 
with the Caribiniers, under the direction and 
leadership of the authorities, have been working 


heroically in the task of rescuing the people of 


the small villages which have been buried in the 
masses of snow. By the latest accounts, more 
than 200 bodies had been taken out.’’

| for the grumbling capitalist complains that the 


labourer will not take as much pay as he ought to, 
while the labourer thinks the capitalist too persistent 
in his efforts to force money upon him. 

Here, among the Kosekin, the wealthy class forms 
the mass of the people, while the aristocratic few 
consist of the paupers. ‘These are greatly envied by 
the others, and have many advantages. Тһе cares 
and burdens of wealth, as well as wealth itself, are 
here considered a curse, and from all these the 
paupers sre exempt. There is a perpetual effort on 
the part of the wealthy to induce the paupers to 
accept gifts, just аз among us the poor try to rob the 
rich. Among the wealthy there is а great and in- 
cessant murmur at the obstinacy of the paupers. 
Secret movements are sometimes set on foot which 
aim at a redistribution of property and a levelling of 
all classes, so asto reduce the haughty paupers to the 
same condition as the mass of the nation. Morethan 
once there has been a violent attempt at а revolution, 
so as to force wealth on the paupers ; but as a general 
thing these movements have been put down, and 
their leaders severely punished. The paupers have 
shown no mercy in their hour of triumph; they have 
not conceded one jot to the public demand, and the 
unhappy conspirators have been condemned to

iereased wealth and luxury, while the leaders have 
been made Meleks and Kohens. Thus there are 
among the Kosekin the unfortunate many who are 
cursed with wealth, and the fortunate few who are 
blessed with poverty. ‘These walk while the others 
ride, and from their squalid huts look proudly and 
contemptuously upon the palaces of their unfortunate 
fellow -countrymen. 

'Тһе love of death leads to perpetual efforts on the 
part of each to lay down his life for another. This 
is a grave difficulty in hunts and battles. Confined 
prisoners dare not fly, for in such an event the guards 
kill themselves. ‘This leads to fresh rigors in the 
captivity of the prisoners in case of their recapture, 
for they are overwhelmed with fresh luxuries and 
increased splendours. Finally, if a prisoner persist 
and is recaptured, he is solemnly put to death, not, 
as with us, by way of severity, but as the last and 
greatest honour. Here extremes meet; and death, 
whether for honour or dishonour, is all the same— 
death—and is reserved for desperate cases. But 
among the Kosekin this lofty destiny is somewhat 
embittered by the agonising thought of the prisoner, 
who thus gains it, that his wretched family must be 
doomed, not, as with us, to poverty and want, but, 
on the contrary, to boundless wealth and splendour. 
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Women and men are in every respect absolutety 
equal, holding precisely the same ollices and doing 
the sume work. ln general, however, it is observed 
that women are a little less fond of death than men, 
aud a little less unwilling to receive gitts, For this 
reason they are very numerous among the wealthy 
class, and abound in the offices of administration. 
Women serve in the army and navy аз well as men, 
and from their lack of ambition or energetic per- 
severance they are usually relegated to the lower 
ranks, such as officers and generals. То my mind it 
seemed as though the women were in all the offices of 
honour and dignity, but in reality it was the very 
opposite. The same is true in the family. Тһе 
husbands insist on giving everything to the wives and 
doing everything for them. Тһе wives are therefore 
universally the rulers of the household, while the 
husbands haye an apparently subordinate, but, to the 
Kosekin, a more honourable position. 

As to the religion of the Kosekin, I could make 
nothing of it. "hey believe that after death they go 
to what they call the world of darkness. Тһе death 
that they long for leads to the darkness that the 
love; and the death and the darkness are eternal. 
Still, they persist in saying that the death and the 
darkness together form a state of bliss. ДАН аге 
eloquent about the happiness that awaits them there 
in the sunless land—the world of darkness ; but for 
my own part, it always seemed to me a state of 
nothingness.

Who can tell but that the moa or the dodo may yet 
be lurking somewhere in the interior of Madagascar, 
of Borneo, or of Papua?" 

* Can you make out anything about those great 
birds?" asked Featherstone. “По they resemble 
anything that exists now, or has ever existed ?” 

' Well, yes, I think so," said the doctor. ‘Un- 
fortunately, More is not at all close or accurate in 
his descriptions: he has a decidedly unscientific min 
and so one cannot feel sure; yet from his genera 
stutements I think I can decide pretty nearly upon 
the nature and the scientific name of each one of his 
birds and animals. It is quite evident to me that 
most of these animals belong to races that no longer 
exist among us, and that this world at the South 
Pole has many characteristics which are like those of 
what is known as the Coal Period.

ST. BERNARD BURIED IN SNOW. _ 
A RxurEn's telegram from Geneva states that two 
avalanches have fallen on the famous Hospice of St. 
Bernard. The church has been almost entirely buried in 
snow. No loss of life is reported. a 1 Ms, fy 
.The Hospice of St. Bernard, in the Pennine Alps, is 
situated at the summit of the Great St. Pass from 
Switzerland into Italy. It is said to be the highest in- 
habited building in Europe, the exact elevation above sea- 
level being 8120 feet. It standson the edge of a small lake, 
which for nine months of the yearis frozen. The Hospiee 
owes its existence to Bernard De Menthon, a nobleman of 
Savoy, who erected it in the year 962 for p^ assistance of 
рш journeying from the northern countries of Europe 
Rome. About twenty Augustinian monks now live 
there, spending their time in lodging and attending to 
visitors, in religious services, the supplying of their own 
wants, and the rescue of wayfarers lost іп the snow.

LIFE IN LONDON. 

A very sorrowful tragedy! Mr. Troutbeck, 
deputy Coroner for Westminster, held an inquest 
on Monday concerning the death of Joseph 
Alfred Profaze, aged thirty-eight, whose body 
was found in the Thames. Evidence was given 
to the effect that the deceased was formerly a 
jeweller in New Bond-street, but had of late 
been in extreme destitution. By the advice of 
the Coroner, the jury returned an open verdict. 
Іп the course of the inquiry it was stated that 
Profaze's wife, on learning of his sad death, 
committed suicide by taking poison. 

The recent ''high life" scandal reached 
Clerkenwell on Monday. In charging the Grand 
Jury at the Middlesex Sessions, Mr. Edlin, the 
acute and assiduous Assistant-Judge, said that 
the depositions disclosed sufficient to justify 
them in returning а true bill upon the graver 
counts in the indictment against Major Borrowes 
for assaulting and wounding Lord Howard 
De Walden. 

Warnings for “ nagging” wives and brutal 
husbands! James White, a shoemaker, accused 
of murdering his wife at Chelsea on Saturday 
evening, was brought before the Magistrate at 
Westminster. According to his statement, the 
woman came home drunk, and he beat her to 
death with a poker because she was obstinate. 
‘Lhe evidence of a constable tended to show that 
the prisoner had also been drinking. He was 
remanded. 

At Marylebone, Samuel Allen, a messenger, 
was committed for trial charged with attempting 
to murder his wife by cutting her throat. 

Sentence of five years’ penal servitude was 
passed at the Middlesex Sessions on Monday 
upon Walter Renouf, a tailor, for breaking into 
а Wesleyan chapel at Finchley with intent to 
commit a felony. 

""TWAS IN TRAFALGAR-SQUARE.” 

Robert Harding was charged at Bow-street 
Police-Court on Monday with creating a disturb- 
ance in Trafalgar-square on Sunday afternoon. 
He was found with a1 chain round his body, 
attempting to padlock himself to a seat, and he 
carried a board on which was inscribed a strange 
protest against excluding the public from the 
square. The Magistrate, observing that it was 
not surprising the police should have thought the 
defendant out of his mind, bound him over to be 
of good behaviour. 


LORD COLIN CAMPBELL’S APPEAL 
against the decision of the Bankruptcy Court, 
refusing him a certificate on the ground that his 
bankruptcy had been the result of misconduct and 
not of misfortune, was dismissed by the Lords 
Justices last Saturday. 


DESERTION AND CRIME. 

Emma Elizabeth Aston, a single woman, was 
further examined before the Stratford Justices on 
Saturday, charged with the wilful murder of her 
two children. It was urged on behalf of the 
accused that she had been greatly distressed by 
the cruel neglect of the runaway father of the 
children, and medical testimony was given to the 
effect that she did not appear to comprehend the 
position in which she placed herself. 


A SOMER'S TOWN HERO. 

A martyr in humble life! Dr. Danford Thomas 
held an inquest last Saturday at the St. Pancras 
Coroner’s Court on the body of William Stovell, 
aged thirty-five years, of 26, Chapel - grove, 
Somer’s Town.

ADVENTURES OF MRS. GORDON 
BAILLIE. 
Beware of a pretty face! A sensation has been 
caused at Edinburgh by the revelations in the 
columns of the Scotsman of the doings of an 
adventuress who, under the name of “ Mrs. 
Gordon Baillie,” has been presenting herself 
before the public as ‘‘ the crofters’ friend." She 


went to Edinburgh on Feb. 14 to plead the cause 
of the crofters, and especially of the two Clash- 
more women who were sentenced to nine months’ 
imprisonment. She had also to propound her 
great scheme for the solution of the crofter 
difficulty by the emigration of the surplus popu- 
lation to lands in Australia of which she is the 
proprietress. Her advent was heralded by the 
publication of an interview with, and portrait of, 
the heroine in the Zull Mall Gazette (the editor of 
which has explained how he came to be duped). 
On her arrival in Edinburgh she put herself in 
communication with well-known sympathisers 
with the crofters. One of these was 

PROFESSOR BLACKIE, 
who was captivated with her manners, her good 
sense, and her earnestness. She dined at the 
Professor's house one evening, and there pre- 
sented him with a handsome bouquet, value one 
sovereign—not yet paid. She also visited Lady 
Elizabeth Moore, Mrs. Duncan M‘Laren, Mr. 
Murdoch McLeod, and others. She visited the 
prison and had an interview with the female 
prisoners. She told her friends here that she was 
really, in her own right, 

COUNTESS OF MORAY,

ible! Indeed, it has made me ill! My heart 
bleeds for you, his Sister, who have gone 
through so many anxieties on his account, aud 
who loved the dear Brother as he deserved to 
be. You are all so good and trustful, aud have 
such strong faith, that you will be sustained 
even now, when rea/ absolute evidence of your 
dear Brother's death does not exist—but I fear 
there cannot be much doubt of it. Some day І 
hope to see you again, to tell you all 1 cannot 
express. My daughter Beatrice, who has telt 
quite as I do, wishes 1ne to express her deepest 
sympathy with you. I hear so many expressions 
of sorrow and sympathy from abroad : from my 
eldest daughter, the Crown Princess, and from 
my Cousin, the King of the belgians—the very 
warmest. Would you express to your other 
Sisters and your elder Brother my true sym- 

thy, and what I do so keenly feel, the stain 

eft upon England for your dear Brotler's 
cruel, though heroic, fate !—Ever, dear Miss 
Gordon, yours sincerely and тома isingly,

The Queen's second letter thanked Miss 
Gordon for the gift of the ‘ precious Bible” 
read by General Gordon. The sister of the 
heroic General explains that “(һе Bible here 
referred to was one used by my Brother for 
many years, and was his constant companion 
when at Gravesend, Galatz, and during his first 
sojourn in the Soudan; it was then so worn out 
that he gave it to me. Hearing that the Queen 
would like to sec it, I forwarded it to Windsor 
Castle, and subsequently otfered it to her 
Majesty, who was graciously pleased to accept 
it. The Bible is now placed in the South 
Corridor in the private apartments, enclosed in 
an enamel and crystal case, called the ‘St. 
George's Casket,’ where it lies open on a white 
satin ion, with & maxble bust of General 
Gordon on a pedestal beside it.’’
